-They were the Right Rev. Reginald H. 
Weller, Bishop of Fond du Lac, Wis.; 
the Right Rev. Aifred Harding, Bishop 
of Washington, D. C.; the Right Rev. G. 
Mott Williams, Bishop of Marquette, 
Mich.; the Rev. Dr. William T.. Man- 
ning, rector of Trinity Church, New 
York, and the Very Rev. Seleden P. De- 
laney, Dean of All Saints’ Cathedral, 
Milwaukee, who on Nov. 1 is to come 
to this city as one of the clergy of the 
Church of St. Mary the Virgin. 

The vote which seems to deepen and 
widen the rift between High Church 
and Low, petween the ritualistic and 
the conservative wings, was 26 to 13. 
It was on the question of rescinding 
the, previous action of the board, which 
last May voted to arrange to send dele- 
_ gates to the conference. The avowed 
purpose of that congress, which is to 
‘ take place next February, is the evan- 
gelization of the Central and South 
American republics by Protestant de- 
. nomina” ons.

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RAIDER CAPTURED 
BY BRITISH CRUISER 


German Crew of Yacht Academy 
Taken Into Fever-InfectedPort 
—Captain’s Wife Stricken. 


Special Cable to‘THm NEW YORK TIMES. 
PANAMA, Oct. 26.—The story of the 
capture of an alleged German raider 
crew, who were landed at a yellow fever 
infected port. in. Colombia, was brought 
here on the arrival. of the British 
steamer Jamaica. The yacht Academy 
was captured at sea by the British 
cruiser Newcastle and was taken to 
Buenaventura, Colombia, where yellow 
fever. is reported by the Canal Zone 
health authorities to be epidemic. Nine 
deaths have occurred within a week. 
The wife of Captain Thomas Owen of 
the yacht Académy contracted the dis- 
ease ashore there, and it developed 
aboard the Jamaica on the way to Bal- 
boa. She is now in the Ancon. Hos- 
pital; there is no hope of her recovery. 


According to a dispatch from Wash- 
ing on Saturday the Academy arrived at 
wBuenaventura from San Francisco, well 
provisioned: One of the owners tele- 
graphed to the State Department that 
the vessel had no instructions to go to 
Colombia. The Captain of the Academy 
asserted that he had put into the port 
for repairs. Some doubt existed as to 
the identity of the vessel, and Washing- 
ton’ officials cabled to the Consul at 
Callao, asking for a complete description 
of her. 


TRANSPORT MARQUETTE 
SUNK IN AEGEAN SEA 


Ninety-nine of Vessel’s Personnel 
Unaccounted For, Says the 
British Admiralty. 


LONDON, Oct. 26—An official an- 
nouncement made public tonight says: 

“The British transport*eMarquette has 
been torpedoed in the Aegean Sea. It is 
understood -that only ninety-nine of the 
personnel of the vessel are unaccounted 
for. 

“No further details have been re- 
ceived.”’ 


Fr. W. Ridgway, Manager of the 
steamship department of the Interna- 
tional Mercantile Marine Comneny, said 
last night that no word nad been re- 
ceived here of the torpedoing of the 
Marquette. 

“The three steamers Manitou, Me- 
nominee, ‘and Marquette,’’ he continued, 
‘have been under charter to the British 
Admiralty for transport service for over 
a@ year, and we do not know anything of 
their movements. As a cargo vessel the 
Marquette carried about seventy of a 
créw, all teld, byt if she was trooping, 
and had about 1,500 soldiers on board, 
the“éxtra help required might pins. the 
crew up to ninety-five.’’ 


TURKISH TRANSPORT 


SUNK BY SUBMARINE 


British Undersea Boat Operating 
in Sea of Marmora Destroys 


Ship Laden With Munitions. 


ATHENS, Oct. 26, (via Paris.)—A 
British submarine on Sunday sank 
the Turkish. transport Carmen, laden 
with munitions, in the Sea of Marmora. 


The Austrian steamer Carmen, of 4,424 
tons, was tied up at Constantinople at 
the beginning of the war. It is probable 
that it was this steamer, converted into 
a Turkish transport, that the submarine 
sent to the bottom. She was built at 
Sunderland in 1911.

Under the pretext of embalmment a post- 
mortem was conducted by German doc- 
tors on von Wangenheim’s body.

Equal Suffrage Act Will'Go Into 
Effect June 5, 1916, Says 
Premier. 


LONDON, Oct. 26.—A dispatch to the 
Exchange Telegraph Company from Co- 
penhagen says: 

“Premier Zahle declared today that 
the Government intended to put in force 
June 5, 1916, the new constitutional jaw 
conferring suffrage on. women, waiving 
the. right to propose a prolongation of 
the old constitutional law owing to the 
war. It is expected that a general elec- 
tion will occur in July, when Danish wo- 
men will vote for the first time.” | 


The Danish Parliament on June 5, on 
the anniversary of the signing of the 
first Constitution ‘by Frederick VII. in 
1849, unanimously passed a new Con- 
stitution, which conferred suffrage on 
women,

Banker’s Cousin Admits Par- 
ticular Friendship for 
Paul Deache. 


MEN HIGHER UP STILL FREE 


Source Whence Fay Got $30,000 
and Was to Get $500,000 
More Is Now Sought. 


DOUBLE GRIP ON PRISONERS 


All Held Under Second Charges to 
Guard Against Any Chance 
of Bail Jumping.

CHICAGO, Oct. 26.—‘‘ Max ”’ Breitung 
knows at least two of the alleged Ger- 
man spies under arrest in New. York, 
and was on especially friendly terms 
with Paul Deache, who is said to be a 


Bavarian officer. 

They met at the time the Kronprin- 
zessin Cecilie, with $10,000,000 aboard, 
turned back when approaching the Eng- 
lish coast, and reached Bar Harbor in 
safety with the treasure at the out- 
break of the war. 

Breitung and Deache were both 
aboard. The former was going back 
to Germany to spend his vacation, he 
baving been in the United States about 
two years. 

Deache and one of the other men, 
believed to be Scholz, called upon Brei- 
tung at thé New York office of E. N. 
Breitung, where he was employed, and 
sought his aid in buying copper and 
other supplies. 

Those facts were obtained today from 
relatives and business associates of Max 
Breitung after he had started for New 
York on the 10:30 o’clock Lake Shore 
train. 

Albert Breitung of Chicago, who. is a 
cousin of Max Breitung’s father, had a 
long talk with the ynung man on Mon- 
day night at the Stratford Hotel, where 
the latter was stayirg. 

Breitung freely admitted that he knew 
Daeche and spoke very highly of him. 
Apparently a _ strong friendship had 
sprung up ‘between them, begotten not 
only of nationality and partisanship, but 
also of the fact that they, were both 
comparative strangers in a strange land. 

Stoddard Hancock of New York, also 
an émploye of the Breitung banking 
housé, who has been in Chidagé* tor 
three months, discussed the matter to- 
Hight at the Stratford with the utmost 
frankness. 


Advised to Return to New York. 


“T am not a stranger to Chicago,” 
said he, ‘‘ for I was formerly in charge 
of the Chicago branch of the house in 
the Marquette Building.. The branch 
was closed when the business slump oc- 
curred. Late last July I returned to 
Chicago on business for the firm, and 
Max has made two or three trips here 
on the same business. He had been 
here about a week on this last trip. 
This morning while eating breakfast I 
read in a newspaper that Max was 
named in connection with those New 
York arrests. I immediately called his 
room and told him. He came to my 
room and agreed that the only thing for 
him to do was to return at once to New 
York. 

““While we were discussing it he re- 
ceived a telephone call from E. N. Brei- 
tung at Marquette. Mr. Breitung had 
also read the article and he told Max to 
go back to New York at once. Max 
hastily ‘packed his grip and took the 
Lake Shore train for New York. He 
was not accompanied by any Secret 
Service agents. He went of his own ac- 
cord, and J] am certain he knows noth- 
ing of this matter. 

“* Most certainly he never supplied any 
money, for, while he is a young banker, 
the fact remains that he is not a cap- 
italist, and is working for a salary. 

“Max knew two of these men and 
liked one of them especially. They mct, 
I believe, aboard the Kronprinzessin 
Cecilie. It is entirely possible that Max 
has known of the purchase of certain 
supplies, but that is merely a matter 
of business in which many are en- 
gaged.’”’ 

When United States Secret Service 
men went to the Stratford Hotel this 
tnorning they learned that Breitung had 
hurriedly left for New York after a 
long telephone talk with his cousin, E. 
N. Breitung, who was at his Summer 
home in Marquette, Mich. 


Coming to be Arrested. 


“Max Breitung, who is supposed to 
be a German spy, is my cousin, and he 
left the Stratford Hotel, Chicago, for 
New York to hunt up whatever police- 
man has a warrant for him,” said E. N, 
Breitung this evening, when asked at 
Marquette whether he could explain 
Max Breitung’s alleged connection with 
German activities in New York. 

“TIT am not at’al. alarmed over Max’s 
situation, for I was myself accused of 
being a German spy. and agent. If 
there is anything at all to. give basis 
for suspicion against Max it will be 
found to lie in the fact that he may 
have subscribed money to some fund or 
other represented to be for relief work. 
I gave $100, the other day, just as I 
left New York, to.a fund for buying 
tobacco for German prisoners in war 
camps. I. can’t swear that the money 
was used. for that purpose, but that’s 
what I gave it for. , 

.“ This spy business is largely noh- 
sense. ‘I went to the State Department 
in Washington and to some of the news- 
papers before I could get relief from 
the reeurring insinuations and accusa- 
tions that I was a German agent. The 
State Department helped me out read- 
ily, as I am known well there, 

“Max didn’t run away from New 
York,’’ said Mr. Breitung. ‘‘He came 


to Chicago in Pin onse to a telegram 
from me, and I left him there to com- 
plete some business. He was publicly 
registered at the hotel and this morning

TAMMANY NEUTRAL 
IN SUFFRAGE FIGHT 


County Chairman Black Says 
the Wigwam Will Keep 
Its “Hands Off.” 


WOMEN MUCH ENCOURAGED 


Know They Have No Open Opposi- 
tion Like -Nugent’s to Fear and 
Trust the District Leaders. 


The New York County Democratic or- 
ganization, as represented by Tammany 
Hall and the County Committee, of which 
William Harmon Black is Chairman, will 
take no part in the woman suffrage 
campaign. That is what leaders in the 
organization, most of whom did not want 
to appear in the limelight as for or 
against suffrage, said yesterday, adding 
that there was ‘‘no fooling about the 
matter,’’ and that Tammany was “‘ really 
out of it.’”’ Mr. Black, one of the few 
who was willing to be quoted, said: 

‘‘I can’t make it too emphatic as far 
as the County Committee, the Demo- 
cratic organization in the county, is con- 
cerned. It is a case of ‘hands off.’ 
Every voter is to vote as he likes on the 
proposition, and there will be neither 
opposition to the movement nor action in 
favor of it, as far as the organization 
is concerned. That is absolutely a fact. 
There has been no work going on, no 
organized effort. The County Commit-, 
tee, of which I am Chairman, has taken 
no stand and won’t take any stand. 
Suffrage must rise or fall on its merits 
alone, so far as the organization is con- 
cerned. 

“Personally I am in favor of giving 
the women the vote. But that is my 
own opinion and should have no §in- 
fluence upon other members of the or- 
ganization. I am not for it because I 
am chairman of the County Commit- 
tee, and I am not trying to influence 
the committee...I am for it simply. be- 
cause I, as an individual, believe.in the 
cause. There is no other reason, no

My 
convictions on this question are my 
own and. have nothing to do with the 
Democratic County Committee.

In view of the fact that it had been 
hinted that the word was being quietly 
rassed abyut that Tammany Hall 
would “just ds goon see the amend- 
ment defeated’’ the utterances of the 
leaders came yesterday as good: news 
to the leaders of the suffrage cause. 
The women said they believe that with 
no influence acting to turn them 
against the proposed amendment the 
main body of the Tammany. Hall voters 
would rally to their support. They had 
feared they might be confronted in this 
State with an opposition such as James 
R. Nugent, in “Essex County, bad led 
against them in New Jersey. 

One thing which the suffrage leaders 
felt sure of was that election day would 
not see the Tammany workerg in the 
various districts out in an effort:to beat 
them as the Nugent Democrats were in 
Newark. They hed heard that Tam- 
many Hall had left the matter up to 
the district leaders, and their investi- 
gation had shown that the district lead- 
erg were not taking any active part in 
the campaign.

Von Buelow Sald to Have a 
Mission to President Wilson 
and King Alfonso. 


TO STATE BERLIN’S TERMS 


‘Madrid Gives von Buelow’s Brother- 
in-Law.as Authority for the Re- 
port — Pope Still at Work. 


LONDON, Oct. 26.—A report reached 
here today that Prince von Bitlow, for- 
mer German Chancellor, will shortly 
submit to President Wilson and King 
Alfonso of Spain an outline of the con- 
ditions on which Germany might be dis- 
posed to discuss terms of peace. 

The report is contained in a Reuter 
dispatch from Madrid, and has not been 
corroborated from any other source. The 
dispatch gives as-authority Prince Cam- 
poreale, an Italian nobleman, who is a 
brother-in-law of Prince von Biilow. The 
report was first published in Madrid, the 
correspondent says, 
message from Rome. 


ROME, Oct. 26, (via Paris.)—Pope 
Benedict, in an interview published in 
the Avvenire d'Italia, expressed his deep 
affliction by the tragic events ravaging 
Europe and his suffering at being 
obliged to look, powerless, upon such a 
spectacle. 

But “in his Father’s heart, which 
cherished alike all his children,’’ the 
Pope. said he thought only of the day 
‘when the rulers of warring peoples 
shall understand the necessity and duty 
of ending the carnage which is over- 
throwing all human and divine laws.’’ 

The Holy Father abstained, he said, 
from passing judgments which had no 
practical result, but -would on the con- 
trary cause fresh recriminations and sow 
fresh discords. He deplored the violence 
and the barbarities practiced in a war 
wherein. the. conquests ‘of. science were 
placed at the service of murder.

French President Confers the 
War.

Today King Gecerge, accompanied by 
the Prince of Wales, returned the visit,

President Poincaré conferred the war 
cross on the Prince of Wales, who has 
been at the front since a short time 
after the commencement of hostilities.

IS SHOT IN ENGLAND 





Still Another, Desjgnated as “ K,”: 


Sentenced—“ L”’ About to 
Be Tried. 


LONDON, Oct. 26.—The following of- 
ficial announcement, of a military exe- 
cution was-issued today: 

A prisoner who was:tried on the se- 
rious charge of espionage was found 
guilty. and- sentenced to death by being 
shot... The prisoner’ appealed and the 
court of .Criminal Appeal, on Oct. 18, 
dismissed the appeal. 

The sentence was carried out by the 
military authorities this morning. 
Announcement was made officially to- 

day of the arrest of two persons, desig- 
nated as “‘K ”’.and ‘‘ L.’’. who are sus- 
pected of being German agents. 

“kK” is:described as\a German, and 
is said .to have had a forged American 
passport. He was tried by court-martial 
on ‘Sept. 29.' Sentence has been passed 
and will be carried out shortly.._ 

“TL” is a person of Turkish extraction 
with a German name. He will be brought

ATHENS, Oct. 26.—Another Cabinet 
crisis has been narrowly averted. Dur- 
ing a debate in the Chamber of Depu- 
ties a difference of opinion developed 
between Stephen Dragoumis, Minister of 
Finance, and Eleutherios Venizelos, for- 
mer Premier and leader of the majority 
party. 

The debate was on the subject of the 
recession of Turkish properties in Mace- 
donia which were confiscated after the 
Balkan war. Heated remarks were ex- 
changed; and there were constant in- 
terruptions from the Government side. 

M. Venizelos tartly reminded the Gov- 
ernment that/its control of the Chamber 
depended entirely on the votes of his 
party.

LONDON, Wednesauy, Oct. 27.—The 
Serbian troops which have been so gal- 
lantly holding the little northeastern 
corner of their country, where the Aus- 
tro-German and Bulgarian- armies are 
about to join up, are being slowly: forced 
back as the pressure upon them be- 
comes greater.

On the Serbo-Rumanian frontier the 
Austro-German and Bulgarian forces 
are within twenty miles of each other. 
The Austro-German armies are advanc- 
ing southwest and southeast of Bel- 
grade on a hundred-mile front, which 
now extends between 25 and 40 miles 
south of the Danube. 

On the west the converging advance 
from the Drina continues, and on the 
east the Bulgarian main force likewise 
is gaining ground.

PETROGRAD, Oct. 26, (Dispatch to 
The London Daily Chronicle.)—Near the 
left. bank of the Dvina, twelve miles 
south of Riga and just opposite the 
river islet of Dalen, are. two villages 
which at the present moment are of 
primary importance in the natruggle for 
Riga. One, Repe, two and a half miles 
south of Dalen, is in German hands, 
while the other, Klange, just on ‘he 
-bank-of- the river, is held by the Rus- 
sians. The Germans are here trying 
to force a way on to the Islet of Dalen, 
go as to command the railway leading to 
Riga. The Russians at Klange are re- 
sisting this firmly on the left bank aud 
maintaining a fierce fire against the 
German impetus.

. Phe following additional details of the 
Zeppelin air raid on London on Oct. 18 
were brought by a passenger on the 

cania which arrived here yesterday: 

“The -chief havoc of the highly de- 
structive bombs was in the West End 
theatre district, off the Strand; at Lin- 
coln’s Inn Court, in Chancery Lane, 
famous as offices of barristers, and in 
Aldgate, three blocks away from the 
Liverpool Street railroad stations, where 
terrific damage was done a month be- 
fore. 

“‘ Besides this the Zeppelins dropped 
bombs on Moorgate Street, near an 
underground station, five short blocks 
from the Bank of England. They 
{missed Parliament only by two blocks, 
lone of their bombs splashing down into 


the mud of the river bank at the bottom 
lof Strand Street, running from the 
Strand to the river’s edge and just off 
‘the Savoy Hotel. 

“While the Savoy Hotel escaped with 
a shaking up and a few panes of wil- 
dows being cracked, the Savoy Man- 
sions, just down the slope from the 
Strand toward the river, had windows 

ierced by flying fragments of bombs. 
Irhree women guests were cut by the 
agged missiles. 

. Post thrilling of the work of the 
Zeppelins was the uproar they created in 
the theatre district, at Aldwych. The

Heart of London Aroused. 


“The Zeppelins dropped their first 
bomb at the river’s edge after apparent-.

hall. Before they had gone the 100 
yards to the Strand anti-air craft were 
lafter them and the whole heart of Lon- 
don was aroused. 

‘As the foremost Zeppelin of the 

fléet—it is now said there were four of 
‘them -n different parts of the town that 
might--got over the Strand the second 
bomb was let loose. This one fell with 
‘a terrific roar into the middle of the 
roadway half a block beyond the Ly- 
iceum Theatre, on Wellington Street, 
wome 150 feet from the Strand, off in 
tthe direction of Leicester Square. 
, “In a flatiron-shaped strip between 
the Lyceum and Strand Theatres is the 
office of The Morning Post. Every win- 
dow was smashed in and débris hurled 
over the plant. Employes escaped with 
bruises or scratches. 

“The Gaiety Theatre is next door to 
Marconi House, the offices of the Mar- 
coni Wireless ‘Telegraph Company. 
While no windows were broken in Mar- 
coni House, the heavy brass fastenings 
on nearly every one of them ‘were 
snapped off by the force of the explo- 

Four .Killed in an Omnibus. 

“The Zeppelin’s next bomb exploded 
almost. in front of the Waldorf Hotel, 
toward the Kingsway end of Aldwych, 
some 100 feet from Marconi House. 
This one dropped toward the side of 
the roadway, digging its way through 
an‘omnibus and killing four passen- 

ers. 
oe One man was killed in a cigar shop 
fn the Waldorf block. Candy shops, a 
theatre ticket office, a.drug shop, music 
shop, art shop, and other places along 
the Waldérf block were smashed in. The 
hotel suffered a few broken windows, 
while its walls were pierced with hun- 
dreds of chips from the bomb. 

“* A piece of wooden pavement used 
in the roadway went sailing to the roof 
of Marconi House. The force of the ex- 
losion burst windows in . Somerset 
ouse, across the Strand from the Mar- 
coni House. The Aldwych Theatre's 
lass and iron. awning. was. smashed, 
that of the Strand Theatre. 

“The Zeppelin swerved off toward

Flees from One Bomb to Another. 


**One bomb exploded in front of a law 
office which forms one of a complete 
gquare surrounding an open parkway, 
much like Irving Square, in New York. 
It rfpped the building to bits and tore 
windows in every other office in the 
game square. A barrister left his office 
there in great haste wnen he heard the 
bombs dropping off the Strand. He 

“hurried off into Chancery Lane, get- 
ting away just as the bomb droppod on 
his office. 

“ But he was unfortunate enough to 
have picked out the wrong way to go, 
for he went directly into the path of 
the next bomb, which, falling into the 
middle of Chancery Lane, killed him. 
This bomb wrecked a restaurant, kill- 
ing three wayfarers. lt ripped the whole 
street up so that the wooden blocks rose 
into a ridge in the middle of it. 

.“*In Moorgate Street a bomb missed 
the underground station by fifty feet, 
but the concussion of it tore the. win- 
dows out and the jagged glass badly 
cut pedestrians. 

* At Aldgate Street a bomb dropped 
to the London and Northwestern 
ank branch, completely wrecking it. 

The walls of the bank were knocked out, 

tumbling into the Aldgate Hotel, next 

door. In the hotel it is feared many 
lives were lost. Some guests had al- 
ready retired. They were undoubtedly 
killed in their sleep. As the hotel's 
floors gave way and wreckage was car- 
ried to the cellar, no actual estimate 

- of the casualties there had been made 
up to the time when I left London. 

“Everywhere for two blocks the ef- 
fect of the Aldgate Street bomb was 
evidenced. in broken. windows, pierced 
walls, and battered doors. 

“The Aldgate Street bomb fell five 
blocks away from the American Con- 
pulate, on New Broad Street.” 

According to Colin A. Cockburn of To- 
ronto, who returned from London on the 
Tuscania, a panic was averted in the 
; rceum by the cranking of an automo- 

ile on the aenee. 

“TI was sitting in a box,’’ he said, 
“ about 9:30, when we heard a terrific 
explosion which seemed just outside the 
wall of the theatre next the box. The 
concussion was so great it rocked us in 
our seats, and we heard a crash of glass 
ai if all the windows in the theatre had 

fallen out. An English artillery officer 
who was in our party exclaimed, ‘My 
word, it’s the Zeps!’ 

“Fortunately, just before the explo- 
gion a big automobile on the stage had 
been cranked, and the audience thought 
it was a cleverly arranged backfire of

Parliament.and at once the.angry roar 
of several anti-aircraft ns advertised 
the fact that another raid was in pro- 
gress. 


Overlooked Westminster Abbey. ~ 


“The crew of the Zeppelin were evi- 
dentiy unaware .,of the splendid oppor- 


tunity they had to drop bombs on West- 
minster Abbey and Westminster 
Hospital, for immediately the British 
guns began to bark the airship sped 
eastward over Whitehall and the Strand 
and did not begin to drop bombs until 
it reached the heart of the Strand 
Theatre district.

‘When this bomb fell J. E: B. Stuart 
of Norfolk, Va., an official of the 
Texas Company, who, landing in Eng- 
land on Monday from the American 
hiner St. Paul, was seated in his room 
on the fifth floor of the Strand Palace 
Hotel—less than fifty feet away—finish- 
ing a letter to his wife. The concussion 
smashed the window of Mr.. Stuart’s 
room, and ss Reg the shock of his 
life, almost hurling him from nis’ chair. 
In less than twenty seconds Mr. Stuart 
was in the corridor, surrounded © by 
shrieking and weeping women guests 
in various stapes of undress, and he 
had great difficulty in calming them, 
some. of them being so frightened that 
they sat up all night.

Strand Finished the Play. 


‘“‘It was in the Strand Theatre, at 
the corner of Catherine Street and. Ald- 
wych, that the most notable episode 
connected with the raid occurred.

« Zeppelins a Fascinating Sight. 


*“ Throughout this bomb-dropping per- 
formance the Zeppelin was subjected to 
a fierce cannonading by anti-aircraft 
guns. The spectacle of the ‘Zep’ 
clearly outlined against the dark sk 
by searchlights with shrapnel shells 
bursting around her every moment was 
one of extreme fascination and people 
stood in the streets in hundreds watch- 
ing it, apparently quite forgetful or 
scornful of the danger. Many of the 
shrapnel shells burst very close to the 
airship, but its altitude was s0 great 
—fully -6,000. jarde—Miat it was prac- 
Aepily impossibie to get-the range. 

“The Zeppelin subsequently dropped 
three or four bombs in A'tdgate, -one 
falling close to the London Hospital-: 
the biggest in England—and wrecking 
the well-known Three Nuns Tavern. 
Several were killed or injured here. 

“* Today the recruiting offices in Lon- 
don were busier than they have peen 
for months, many thousands being 
added to Kitchener's evergrowing 
army.” 

Clarice M. Herivel, a nurse in St. 
Bartholomew's Hospital, London, writ- 
ing to her sister, Mrs. L. M. Williams 
of Waverly, Penn., on Oct. 11, said of 
the raid previous to the last one: 

‘““'We have been having quite a lot of 
excitement here lately. I suppose you 
know that we have been ‘ Zepped.’ 
About a fertnight ago—I forget th 
exact aay, or rather night—a Zep flew 
cver our heads (at 10:50 P. M.) and 
peppered us with bombs for about ten 
minutes. We hadn't a word of warning 
until the first bomb fell. None hit 
Bart's, (St. Bartholomew’s Hospital 
but one fell in Bart’s Close—twel 
yards from the nurses’ home—an 
smashed everything in the square (or 
close:.

‘Our nurses’ home suffered badly, 
and shook us as though on top of an 
earthquake.

Defenses Against Air Raiders

CZENSTOCHOWA, Russia, Sept. 25.— 
It takes a great deal of character to 
maintain good-will and good spirits in 
the face of the conditions under which 
the Austrian and German soldiers now 
occupying Poland have been living for 
months. I mean the conditions which I 
tried to describe in the last letter—the 
hot days and the cold nights, and the 
flies, and the all-pervading grime. 

These are the things that take the 
heart out of soldiers. .Wounds are hon- 
orable.

Men who, like the 
Germans, come from. the best-ordered 
nation in the world cannot find it other 
than horribly irksome. But they don’t 
talk about that; they just go on doing 
their day’s work of defending their 
country, not groaning over the task, but 
pushing it to completion. 

You in America are sorrier for these 
soldiers than they ever are for them- 
selves, because you take the neurotic 
point of view and they take the point of 
view of men of convictions who have an 
important work in hand and the grit to 
face it. 


“ Degenerates ” as Bridge Builders. 


You talk about ‘‘ degenerate Europe ”’ 
and the ‘effete monarchies of the Old 
World.’’ I wish you could have seen 
some hundreds of the citizens of de- 
generate Europe raising the enormous 
steel bridge which crosses~ the Vistula 
River at lvangorod. They were out 
on pontoons ,under the blazing sun, 
and because this is war time they were 
doing the work under heavy handicaps 
and with primitive facilities. A group 
was crowded onto one swaying plat- 
form that was supported by pontoons. 
Beside this platform rose a huge der- 
rick equipped with a pile driver. There 
was no steam power to raise the driver 
and release it for its fall, but a maze 
of ropes led downward from the top 
of the machine, and each rope was 
raised and lowered by a dozen hands. 
lt was hard work and monotonous 
work, but if you had only heard it 
and not seen it you would have thought 
it was some kind of game. For these 
men, who have been working since 
dawn—it is now midforenoon—sang as 
they worked, and laughed and splashed 
water on each other between gasps, 
and made the weary business one of 
the most fascinating sights imaginable. 

Were they daunted py the colossal 
ruin they had to set to rights? Not 
they! The Ivangorod bridge lay in 
eight enormous broken sections before 
them, now plunged deep into the bed of 
the river and now tipping drunkenly 
upward to the sky. It seemed a hope- 
less proposition. These ‘ effete’ gen- 
tlemen with arms of bronze and hairy 
breasts took a studious look’ at it, 
crawled all over it and dove under it, 
noted down measurements, and then 
began hanging pulleys from its twisted 
girders. They edged their pontoons 
around it and swung their derricks 
against it, and with a roar of song and 
clinking of hammers and smashing of 
pile drivers they went to work. Lo, the 
mighty spans rise from the river bed! 

All day long the work goes on. Dusk 
falls and searchlights send their white 
glow streaming over the river and show 
the singing men still toiling against the 
twisted mass of steel. 

Simultaneously with the preliminaries 
of raising the steel bridge the Germans 
and Austriaus have put the finishing 
touches to a new timber bridge which 
lies just above the old one and leads 
into the fortress of Ivangorod. The last 
plank laid. they sang another song. 
hung garlands on masts at each end of 
the bridge, painted the words ‘‘ Kaiser 
Franz Josef Briicke’’ on a board, for 
which they also made a garland, and 
then they beamed all over when an °x- 
alted personage came along and said, 
“Tt is beautifully dorte, children! 


Going On All Over Poland. 


This kind of thing is going on all the 
way across Poland. An officer said that 
on the Ivangorod line alene 5,000 Ger- 


tracks and restoring bridges. 

That’s the way these builders who fol- 
low the fighters work, while you at home 
shudder and moan over the pains and 
burdens of war. The people who are suf- 
fering these pains and bearing these bur- 
dens are not nearly so vocal about them. 

I used to be squeamish abcut certain of 
the sights of war, and it was not so 
much pity, I’m afraid, as self-indulgence. 
Now I make myself look, and I don’t 
think that makes a man less sorry, and 
upon occasion it may make him more 
helpful. 

In the railway station at Maubeuge a 
year ago I had to go out into the air 
while Cobb and McCutcheon stayed with- 
in, to be of what use they could during 
the dressing of wounds. 

But one day at Jaroslav, in Galicia, 
months later, it did not seem to me a 
noisome thing to have to give the sup- 
port of an arm to a Russian prisoner just 
in from the battlefield, whose clothes 
were soaked with blood from coat collar 
to shoes. The man had been doing his 
day’s work, and he had got the worst of 
it. It was of no help to him to agonize 
over him. Nor were the wounded Ger- 
man soldiers pitying themselves. 

Very white and shaking they were be- 
ing lifted into freight cars drawn up in 
front of wnat remained of the Jaroslav 
railway station. -Across the cars seats 
of pine had been roughly knocked to- 
gether, and on these the lads settled 
themselves. There was not room for 
them to lie down on the_ seats, so 
crowded was the car, so they sat up- 
right, each man helping to support the 
other. Pretty soon a surgeon came 
along and looked closely into the white 
faces. When he saw a man that looked 
particularly weak he said: ‘‘Can you 
bear to sit up, or do you want to wait 
for the hospital train?’’ To one and

FRANCE WILL JUDGE 
- SHIPS BY OWNERS 


Decies Signed by President Take 
the View of New British 
Order in Council. 


‘PARIS, .Oct. 26,—President Poincaré 
today signed a decree with regard to 
the method of observance of Article 87 
of the Declaration of London, which 
provides that the nationality of mer- 
chant ships be determined by the flags 
they fly. ‘ 
Premier Viviani, in a report on the 
subject, pointed out that application of 
the article in question often proved de- 
ceptive, and the decree signed today 
provides that the nationality of the ship 
is a question of fact, so that ship fly- 


ing a hostile flag may be shown actual- 
ly to belong to a neutral or an ally, 
and a ship flying a neutral flag or one 
of an allied nation may be proved ay 
the property of a foe. 


LONDON, Oct. 26.—Yesterday’s new 


order regarding vessels flying a neutral 
flag was referred to in the House of 
Commons by Sir John Rees, who hoped 
that it meant that the Government at 
last was going to put forth the full 
power of sea control over,the commerce 
of hostile nations. This drew an. em- 
phatic retort from Lord Robert Cecil, 
Parliamentary Under Secretary for 
Foreign Affairs, who said: 

“As far as I am. aware the Govern- 
ment has put forward the whole of its 
strength and exercised all its belligerent 
powers in order to bring this war to a 
successful conclusion.”’ 


Special Cable to THE NEW YORK TIMES. 
LONDON, Oct. 26.—The Times in an 
editorial article welcomes the new Order 


in Council relating to treatment of ‘ships 
flying neutral flags. 

“We now revert to the old law as 
elaborated by a series of distinguished 
judges in this country and the United 
States,’’ The Times says. ‘‘In this as 
in so many other matters that law takes 
the plain, commonsense view of the sub- 
pect. In deciding the nationality of a 
merchant ship it takes into considera- 
tion the nationality of her owners, and 
where the court is satisfied that there 
exists an enemy interest in the ship it 
renders any such interest liable to con- 
demnation. 

‘‘Where neutrals and enemies hav 
interests in thet same vessel the neutral. 
interests are exempt, but the enemy in- 
terests may be condemned, and on such 
condemnation either the vessel is sold 
and the price of the enemy interests ap- 
propriated to the Crown, or the. enemy 
interests are sold to the neutral co- 
owners. 

“It is noggtenertatirs J that we ever sus- 
perded the operation of a system so 
just and so expedient as the old. law. 
It is still more astonishing that we did 
not acknowledge our mistake and fall} 
back upon the established Anglo-Ameri- 
can practice at an earlier period of the 
war.” 


BOMB SHOCKS WERE FATAL. 


Many of the Air Raiders’ Victims 
Were Not Hit by Shells. 


LONDON, Oct. 15, (Correspondence of 
The Associated Press.)—Surgeons in 
English hospitals who have attended 
victims of Zeppelin raids give. remark- 
able facts: regarding the work of bombs 
launched: from aircraft: Apart from 
their explosive force, missiles dropped 
from a height of a mile or two gain 
such momentum that they do great 
damage by their disturbance of the air. 

Some of those killed have met their 
death from the shock of explosions 
without being hit by any fragments ot 
shell or sustaining wounds. Persons 
have lost legs and arms from the same 
cause. A large proportion of those 
killed in the streets and a majority of 
the wounded have received their wounds 
from broken glass. 

More persons in the London area have 
been killed or wounded in the streets 
than in buildings. Notwithstanding the 
warnings of the Government that they 
should,stay indoors, the inhabitants per- 
sist in crowding into the streets, run- 
ning to windows and going to the house- 
tops when the word that Zeppelins are 
coming is passed around. :

Michael J. O’Connor, a New

LONDON, Oct. 26.—Michael J. O’Con- 
nor, a citizen of New York, reputed to 
be engaged in Sinn Fein activities, has 
been prevented by the British authori- 
ties from landing from the American 
liner St. Louis, on which he arrived at 
Liverpool on Sunday. The authorities 
ordered that he be returned to America, 
and he will go tomorrow or later in the 
week. 

Word to this effect was communicated 
today to the American Embassy, which 
was informed that O’Connor’s presence 
in Bngland was not desired. The Em- 
bassy was not supplied with intimate 
details. It is understood that suspicion 
that a traveler is undesirable is suf- 
ficient under the Defense of the Realm 
act to justify refusal to admit him. 

Investigation by THE NEW YorRK 
Times showed that the official attitude 
toward O’Connor was the outcome of 
information from America that in com- 
ing here he jntended to stir up agitation 
regarded by the authorities here as 
“‘inimical.’’- -O’Connor, it is believed, 
expected to go to Ireland. He had an 
American passport with him and in- 
sisted on his right to land. It is under- 
stood that, ceurteously but iirmly, he 
was told it was impossible. 

It is learned that on nearly every 
steamer touching England from New 
York in the last few. months one or 
two American citizens about whom some 
word has come to the British Govern- 
ment have had their passports taken 
by the alien officials so that inquiry 
could be made concerning their visits 
to Great Britain. In nearly every in- 
stance these Americans had German 
names. They have been allowed to pro- 
ceed to London, and have had unhin- 
dered freedom so long as they were 
within twenty-four hours’ call of the 
Scotland Yard officials.

TURKS ACCUSE ALLIES 
OF VIOLATING RULES 


Attacks on Hospitals and Un- 
armed Ships Alleged—Re- 
prisals Threatened. 


BERLIN, Oct. 26, (by Wireless to Say- 
ville, L. I.)—A statement was given out 
today by the Overseas Néws Agency to 
the effect that attacks have been made 
by the Allies on Turkish hospitals and 


ambulances, in violation of international 
law. A number ot cases are cited. 

The latest attack mentioned is said to 
have been made by an allied aeroplane 
on Aug. 27 on a Turkish hospital at 
Galata Keui, on the Gallipoli Peninsula. 
The statement says one person was 
killed and three were injured. 

Attacks on hospitals at Khalil Pasha 
and Agbah Bere by a aircraft in July 
are said to have resulted in the death of 
twelve persons and injuries.to more than 
twenty others. Near Saghir Dere, the 
statement says, Turkish ambulances 
were attacked by hostile aircraft and 
six wounded soldiers were killed. 

It is also said that unfortified towns 
on the Gallipoli Peninsula have been 
bombarded, 7 oe in the death of 
many woinen and children; that the hos- 
pital at Maidos, outside the military 
zone, was attacked by aircraft and that 
ten wounded inmates were burned; that 
the unarmed ‘training ship Toughan, on 
her way to Constantinople with 700 pas- 
sengers, was attacked without. warning 
by a British submarine in May; that 


|the unarmed steamer William Rick- 


mers, flying a Red Cross flag and car- 
rying 700 wounded, was attacked by a 
British submarine in July without warn- 
ing, and that small craft of the Allies 
which were-used for landing troops and 
war materials were protected by a hos- 
pital ship. 

These charges were published in the 
Norddeutsche Allgemeine Zeitung, quot- 
ing from which the news agency says: 

“The Turkish Government protests 
against these violations of international 
law. It states that the Trukish mili- 
tary authorities up to the present time 
have not made reprisals for the numer- 
ous violations of the elementary prin- 
ciples of humanity and law. If these 
violations continue the Turkish Gov- 
ernment will be compelled to make re- 
prisals. By admitting Red Cross phy- 
sicians to hospital ships in the Sea of 
Marmora the Government has demon- 
strated the importance which it at- 
taches to the principles of international 
law. For that reason it expects these 
principles will be respected by the 
enemy.”’ 


CANADIAN SHIP TORPEDOED. 


MONTREAL, Oct. 26.—The steamer 
Donnacona has been torpedoed and 
sunk. No mention is made as to the 
safety of the crew. 


The Donnacona was of about 3,000 
tons, and until recently was engaged in 
grain and freight carrying between the 
head of the great lakes and Montreal, 
from which she was transferred to the 
ocean as a freight carrier. The-Don- 
nacona was owned by the Canada 
Steamship Lines, Limited. 








GERMAN PARCEL POST. 
TO AMERICA STOPPED 


No Reason Given by Kaiser's Gov- 
ernment—Service Had Been 
_ Hampered by Allies: 


BERLIN, Oct. 25, ¢via London, Oct. 
26.)—The parcel post service to America 
has been ‘discontinued until further no- 
tice. No official reason for the discon- 
tinuance is given. 


WASHINGTON, Oct. 26. — American 
tpg authorities said today that they 
ave received no intimation from Ger- 
many of a discontinuance of the parcel 
post with the United States. 


Several thousand parcel post packages 
mailed from Germany to the United 
States via Switzerland were returned to 
the senders last Apri! by the Swiss postal 
authorities because e British and 
French Governments had given notifica- 
tion that parcels addressed to German 
citizens in the United States would bé 
seized whenever found on shipboard. 
Parcels.sent frum Germany to Spain and 
Portugal have met a similar fate in 
France. -On April 7 the German postal 
officials suspended the parcel post serv- 
ice to various parts of South America, 


AN ARBITER ON IMPORTS. 


Scheme Discussed to Hasten Release 
of Goods Held in Holland. 


WASHINGTON, Oct. '26.—With the ob- 
jJect of facilitating the release of the 
American-owned goods of German and 
Belgian origin now held in Holland, the 
British Embassy and State Department 
officials are considering the feasibility of 


‘having some person or persons designat- 


ed to pass upon and guarantee invoices. 
Under some such arrangement permis- 
sion. might be obtained for the British 
Embassy here to accept as final and 
sufficient the decision of such an arbi- 
trator working in the United States and 
thereby .save all the time now occupied 
in referring to London for approval the 
cases completed in Washington by the 
Embassy officials in conjunction with 
the State Department trade advisers. 
Sir Cecil Spring-Rice, British Ambas- 
sador, was in conference today with 
Counselor Polk on this subject, but so 


far’no conclusion has been reached. 
The State Department today madgrep- 
resentations seeking to extend “from 
Nov. 1 to Dec. 1 the limit within which 
applications may be filed for the release 
of goods now held up abroad by the 
British Order in Council. Hundreds of 
applications for permits have been filed 
with the foreign trade advisers and 
many now are before the British Em- 
bassy. Delay in disposing of the appli- 
cations at the embassy has resulted in 
the request for an extension’of time.

‘Tells How New Haven Forced 
the New York Central and 
Bostori & Albany Into It. 


IT PROVIDED FOR A LOBBY 


Deal Made by Corporation Chiefs on 
Corsair—J, P. Morgan Said He 
Was Used. as a Doormat. 


The fight between the New York 
Central and the New Haven as a result 
of the absorption by the latter of the 
Housatonic and -the acquisition of the 
Old’ Colony. system; occupied yesterday 
the attention of the jury. which is try- 
ing before Judge Hunt in the Federal 
District Court the eleven New Haven 
Directors, who are accused of having 
violated the Sherman law by the at- 
tempt to monopolize the transportation 
facilities of New England. Charles 8. 
Mellen was on the stand all day, but 
nearly the entire session was spent in 
putting in further. documentary proof. 
The tedium of this method’ of proce- 
dure found abundant expression. R. V. 
Lindabury’® of counsel for the defense 
wotidered whether the case was likely 
to last to next Summer, and Judge 
‘runt declared it passed human endur- 
ance to sit day after day and listen to 
technical details and mathematical sum- 
maries of traffic and carry the same in 
one’s mind. He suggested that merely 
excerpts should be read from the letters, 
but Mr. Lindabury was not disposed to 


agree to that. . 

The conflict between the two great 
companies arose when the New Haven 
thought it was strong enough to upset 
the arrangements which had lasted for 
forty years and to demand a new di- 
vision of rates that would be more fav- 
orable to itself: Mr. Mellen cheerfully 
acknowledged that the suggestion came 
largely from himself as Second Vice 
President in charge of traffic for 
the New Haven. He told how his ac- 
tivity displeased the late J. P. Morgan 
and how he marched down to all 
Street to square himself with that mag- 
nate. The interview closed, he said, 
with Mr. Morgat: announcing that some- 
_ had been ‘‘ making’a doormat” of 
im.

New Haven Cut Rates. 


‘The conflict between the New Haven 
and the New York Central, which led 
up to what is known as the first Corsair 
agreement, was the first subject taken 
up yesterday by_ Frank Swacker, 
counsel for the Government, with Mr. 
Mellen on the stand. In 1893, before the 
New York & New England had. been 
captured by the New Haven, there was 
a chance that it might, through the New 
York & Northern, which is now _ the 
Putnam Division of the New York Cen- 
tral, gain an entrance into New York 


Cit 

There was a proposal that the New 

York &, Northern should make an ar- 
rangement with the Manhattan Railway 
Company, which owned the elevated line 
up Eighth Avenue to 155th Street, for 
an interchange of passengers, and Mr. 
Swacker put in a letter from Charles P. 
Clark, President of the New Haven, to 
J. P. Morgan, asking him to withdraw 
om the negotiations, 
In 1894 the New Haven found itself 
strong enough, on account of the ac- 
quisition of the Housatonic, the Provi- 
dence & Worcester, and the Old Colony 
systems, to challenge the competition 
of the. New York Central fo many 
points *in New England. Up. to 
that time this traffic had been kept 
moving by the New York Central and 
the Boston & Albany, which only ave 
the New Haven the short haul from 
the point where the latter handed over 
the traffic. It determined to divert 
he traffic to its own lines all the way 
rom. New York. 

This it did by an alteration in the 
rates, with the result that,the Pennsyl- 
vania and Lehigh Valley, lines were 
quoting lower rates. over the New Ha- 
ven to New England cities than the 
New York Central could give by the 
Albany route. The Central officials 
complained to Chauncey M. Depew, its 
President, and he wrote on March 17, 

, to Mr. Clark for an explanation. 

Asked to explain this situation, Mr. 
Mellen: smilingly .elucidated the advan- 
tage of the change from the New Haven 
bees A of view and said: 

° When Mellen Was Tempted. 

“Of course, I was not anxious to take 
a short haul when I was employed to 
get a long haul. These letters contain 
complaints of the plan created by the 
New Haven in getting the traffic that 
belonged to it.’’ 

He said that all he was trying to do 
was to place the New York Central on 
the same basis as other roads and to 
take from it the advantage it had en- 

. As for the change in the rates 
Mr. Meilen said that was ‘‘a method 
of feeling their pulse.’’ The New Haven 
was willing to take business from_ the 
New. York Central at junction points, 
which only gave the New. Haven the 
“short haul” as long as it could get 
the same net revenue from the short as 
it did from the long haul. 

The New York Central parried the 
thrust of the New Haven by opening 
certain freight terminals of the New 
York & Narthern to the New York & 
New England on June 1, 1894, and that, 
Mr. Clark was warned by his staff, 
tion of the New 
freight business} 
worse than ever. The New York Cen- 
tral also began tg compete with the 
New Haven for the Berkshire Hills 
traffic. Concerning this Mr. Mellen 
wrote, on June 5, 1894, to Mr, Clark: 

When I consider.the 1 . amount of 
money there is involved in thé question of 
whether this mpany shall do in its in- 
terests those things we find the New York 
Central people doing wherever there is @ 
chance to earn an. additiona] dollar at our 
expense, the temptation to exert the power 
we have is almost irresistible. 


Mellen Defended Himself. 


That Mr. Mellen was thoroughly con- 
vinced that he was in the right in fight- 
ing the New York Central from the 

oint of view of an official of the New 
piven is shown in a letter he addressed 
to Mr. Clark on Sept. 24, 1894, admitting 
that he was proposing to upset an ar- 
rangement with the New York Central 
which had lasted forty years, but justi- 
fying it by the great improvement in the 

ew Haven line through its recent ac- 
uisitions, by the way in which the New 
ork Central had hit at the New Haven, 
and by figures showing how the New 
York Central had all the best of the bar- 
gain from the financial etanepent. . 

So he suggested that the New Haven 
ask a reciprocal arrangement by which 
the New -Haven might operate on the 
Boston & Albany as freely as the New 
York Central and the Boston & Albany 
might operate in New Haven territory; 
that the New Haven lines should be 
made the exclusive lines by which its 
territory could be served, and that i 
retain unquestioned the right to fix 
minimum rates. P 

Other letters dealing with these mat- 
ters weré put:in by the Government, 
and the counsel for the defense protest- 
ed vigorously. They argued that the 
letters, especially one from Charles F. 
Choate of th d Colony system, could 
not show any. wrongdoing, and they 
cumbered the record and took up the 
time of the Court. 

Mr. Swacker, however, replied that the 
Government was merely tr to show 
that as soon as the New Haven by the 
improvement and extension of its syg- 
tem. had the power it set to work to 
monopolize the traffic of its part of New 
England. ; Xp 

Mellen Appealed to Morgan. 

De Lancey Nicoll pointed out, however, 
that all this took place before the United 
States Supreme Court had decided that 
the Sherman law applied to railroads 
and when every lawyer and court had 
decided that it did not so apply... :

“Tt is an assocfation in New York 

City. where the representatives of the 
trunk lines congregate and exchange 
ideas. They could not do more than 
exchange ideas, you know, under the 
Sherman law.” 
Mr. Nicoll, as Mr. Swacker was about 
to read a letter from J. W. Miller, asked 
the jury to distinguish between him and 
George Maccullough Miller. 

‘Mr. George Maccullough Miller,’’ he 
said, ‘‘is a defendant against whom the 
Government has not moved trial. He is 
an old gentleman, too old to be tried, 
8% years of age.”’ 


Court Objects te Letters. 

“ These are improper statements,”’ said 
Mr. Batts. ‘‘He has not been moved 
for trial on account of his physical con- 
dition.”

rangement should last for three years, 
and that each company should be at 
liberty to name its minimum rates, 
while the whole territory of the New 
Haven at South Norwalk and to the east 
should be thrown open to.the New York 
Central and the Boston & Albany go 
that business might take either. of the 
Boston routes.

and so perfect is the German system of 
terrorism that it is safe to say that the 
news of not one-tenth" of what takes 
place ever reaches the outside world.’’

in Pennsylvania as the campaign for 
woman suffrage draws to a close. 

‘We never expected that New Jersey 
would return a majority in favor of 
suffrage,’’ said one of the local suffrage 
leaders in discussing this phase of the 
situation with THH TimEs correspondent.

The nearest attempt at a complete 
survey of the situation, made shortly 
after the suffragists had completed 
their Liberty Bell campaign in the ru- 
ral counties, indicated a sentiment in 
favor of the amendment, which might 
piace them in the woman suffrage col- 
umn on Election Day, in sixteen rural 
counties, while twenty-eight counties, 
including the banner county of Phila- 
delphia, were set down as opposed tu 
woman suffrage, and twenty-three, in- 
cluding Allegheny County, were placcd 
in the doubt] column. 

The conclusions reached in this sur- 
vey were based in most cases on confi- 
dential information received from Re- 
publican and Democratic leaders. All 
the counties set down as in favor of 
suffrage were counties of small voting 
population.

In that year the total vote cast in 
Pennsylvania was 765,071, so the sixteen 
supposed suffrage counties supplied only 
about 10 per cent. of the total. Phila- 
delphia County alone, which is regarded 
as overwhelmingly opposed to the en- 
franchisement of women, cast twice as 
many votes as did the sixteen counties 
now claimed for woman suffrage. 

While this is an off year in the poli- 
tics of Pennsyhvania, a much larger vote 
is looked for than usual. The vote of 
1913, excepting local contests, was for 
Superior ‘Court Judges ,who had been 
nominated as candidates for the bench 
at non-partisan direct primaries.

ROME’S. FALL LAID TO WOMEN. 


Decline Followed Their Entering 
Public Life, Says E. P. Wheeler. 


Asserting that Rome fell because her 
women entered public life, Everett P. 
Wheeler, President of the Men's Asso- 
ciation Opposed to Political Suffrage for 
Women, gave this warning to this coun- 
try in a debate with Judge William H. 
Wadhams of the Court of General Ses- 
sions last night in the Broadway Taber- 
nacle. Some in the audience took excep- 
tion to Mr. Wheeler’s views and at one 
time he had to ask a woman who 
laughed to ‘cease insulting him. Judge 
-Wadhams had the popular side of the 
discussion of the question: ‘ Shall Po- 
litical Suffrage Be kxtended to Wo- 
men.’ : 

Judge Wadhams traced the growth 
of the republican form of government 
and the progress of women in eduéa- 
tion and their ever widening sphere 
of activity. 

“Those who oppose women having 
equal rights made the first mistake 
when they gave her the alphabet,’ 
said the Judge. 

Mr. Wheeler pointed out that women 
wanted the vote as a weapon for other 
things, and said that in the present 
campaign the suffragists‘ had spent ten 
times as much as had the antis. He 
spoke of divorce statistics in equal suf- 
frage Siates as reason for thought, and 
predicted that an evil that would fol- 
low the vote would be the division in 
the home,

Byron mourned the departed glories 
of the sea city, but hé was a poet 
and in a bitter mood. -In the eyes 
of the modern world Venice has pre- 
served her glories. Railroads and 
telephones have not destroyed her 
beauty. But the Austrian. aeroplanes 
threaten to wipe her out of existence. 
The Zeppelin attacks on London have 
stirred the British martial spirit ‘so 
that recruiting has become an easier 
work. It is Nkely thatthe Italians 
will fight the harder because of the 
attacks on Venice. - Their enemies. 
must pay for the-damage they have 
wrought. ‘“ Frightfulness” does not 
frighten men, it inspires them’ to new. 
efforts. Before. many’ days have 
passed dynamite bombs may fall in 
the Landstrasse, which METTERNICH 
ironically called the entrance to Asia. 
It is, indeed, one of the reopened 
gateways to the domain of barbar- 
ism.

THE IMPERIAL FOOD. 

At the request of the Imperial Ger- 
man ‘Chancellor, the Under Secretary 
of, State prepares and issues to the 
world a statement: on the food prob- 
lem in Germany. °In the first place, 


| there is no such thing. There is plenty. 


of food.  ‘‘As a matter of fact,” says 
the Under: Secretary, “ we have car- 
“rie@ over from last year’s harvest 
“into the new so much grain that we 
“are compelled to let 3,000,000 tons 
“of it be fed to cattle.” Previously, 
as the reader knows, German cattle 
were fed on potato peelings. There 
is no scarcity of that provender. ‘' We 
have also this year,” continues the 
Under Secretary, “such a record 
* potato crop as Germany has never 
“ known before in her existence.” Be- 
sMes, the raising of hogs has “had 
an .undreamed, of impetus.” 

Meal; pork, and. potatoes to. the 
point of satiation.. What more could} 
people want? Nothing. As the Under 
Secretary sdid at first, there is no 
food’ problem in Germany. The talk 
of it -is all: that remains. to be ex- 
plained. ‘‘ The basis of fact,” he says, 
“‘which has caused the foreign press 
“to busy itself with our internal af- 
“ fairs is that the Government is now 
*“*concerned in unifying and ‘regulat- 
‘ing by law all those measures which 
“the local authorities and military 
‘‘Governors ‘have singly . promulgat- 

ed.”’ 
crop “ will be apportioned through-

“ ganized Imperial Potato Depart-

What are ‘“‘the present economic 
conditions” which give speculators 
their wonderful opportunity to make 
money? * Conditions of plenty? The

Oct. 22. the. Berlin correspondent of 
Tue Trims cabled that the food ques- 
tion had become suddenly. more im- 
portant than anything else, the news- 
papers devoting more space to the 
subject of food, particularly butter, 
milk, eggs, and meat, than to the war 
itself. Then followed a discussion of 
the means to be adopted to “stretch ” 
the meat supply; also that of milk, 

On the same page with the Under 
Secretary’s reassurance to the world 
that there’ is plenty of food in Ger- 
many appeared the news that in 
parts of Berlin the Imperial Ger- 
man: Government had posted. the 
scarlet colored warnings against riot- 
ing or any kind of rebellious violence, 
and this was to awe the housewives, 
whe had been riotous in their efforts 
to obtain butter-and other food com- 
modities. .*This was ,only in the 
“ poorer sections” of the capita, 

The Under Secretary may be right. 
It may ‘be that the confusion, exists 
only in the terms. The problem in 
Germany may be not one of food, but 
one of poverty: «In his statement ‘are 
several inconspicuous phrases which 
perhaps deserve to be emphasized.

Foreign . Trade ‘Council Pro- 
poses Permanent Body to . 
Keep Congress Informed. 


SEE PERIL IN SEAMEN’S ACT 


Threatj of Government Ownership 
Pointed To as Discourage- 
ment of Enterprise. 


The ‘National Foreign Trade Council, 
composed of fifty merchants, marrufact- 
ufers, railroad men, steamship men, and 
bankers, yesterday issued its first state- 
ment on the American merchant marine 
from the offices of its Secretary, Robert 
H. Patchin, the India House, Hanover 
Square. 

This first word:from the council is a 
condemnation of Government ownership 
and of the Seamen’s ‘act; but the council 
offers in connection with its criticisms 
definite suggestions as to what should be 
done to upbuild the American merchant 
marine. 

The first recommendation ig the crea- 
tion by Congress of a permanent ship- 
ping board of five members, versed in 
shipping affairs, to recommend to Con- 
gress revision and modernization of 
shipping laws..-It is proposed that’ this 
be a permanent advisory body, to keep 
Congress infgrmed on the meee of 
American shipping. 

The second’ suggestion is a ‘ledliien 
tion of the speed requirements of the 
Mail act of 1891. 

The third is that measures be taken 
to render private investments in Amer- 
ican shipping safe and attractive. 

Finally, it-is proposed that the Presi- 
dent be empowered to suspend such pro- 
visions of the Seamen’s act’ as he may 
deem detrimental to American shippin 
until the suggested Shipping Board shall 
have act sagt modernizing the navi- 
gation laWs. If this is not agreeable to 
Congress, then it is pro that’ the 

ghee ns of:the British law be made 
to ap ly to the number of able seamen 
eboat, men. 


Driven to Foreign Flags. 


Discussing present shipping conditions 
the report first narrates the original 
growth,of the merchant marine and then 
its decline,-due to ‘‘ early European ad- 
vantages in iron steamer construction, 
heavy civil war taxation, and the pre- 
occupation of Americans in. profitable 
internal development.’’ 

The report says the fruition of Ameri- 
ca's internal development came to de- 
mand a wider outlet for products of 
the soil and industry, and that, seeking 
this development, Americans did invest 
in shipping, but were obliged, because 
of economic and political handicaps, to 
purchase. vessels abroad and operate 
them under foreign flags 

‘““The total foreign ‘shipping thus 
owned by American interests,’’ says the 
report, ‘‘ before the present war,, 
between 1,500,000 and 2,000,000 
tons.’ 

The enactment of the Ship. Registry 
act of Aug. 18, 1914, permitting foreign 
built vessels of any age to come under 
the American flag, and by authority of 
which the President suspended the most 
disadvantageous provisions of the navi- 
gation laws, is described in the report 
as the first evidence of liberalism in 
the national shipping policy.. The ship- 
pers became encouraged and optimistic, 
but their.encouragement and optimism 
did not endure,-for soon came the threat 
of. men's act: ent By ieee — the Sea-

On vessels 
of other nationalities, the report points 
out, orders are now passed by subor- 
Ginates from the officers to the Asiatic 
sailors. 


Only American Ships Hit. 

The report further finds that Sectton

WOMAN SUES V. J. MAYO. 


Charges Lillian Cook’s Employer 
with Fraud and Asks $250,000. 


Virginius J. Mayo, who attained no- 
toriety after the suicide of. Lillian May 
Cook, the stenographer of the Mayo 
Radiator Compeny in New Haven last 
March, was sued in the Supreme Court 
yesterday for $250,000 for alleged fraud.
